The  Essex  County  Haft  had  another  of  theta 
fox-buuts  to  this  vicinity  ou  election  day.  Tbe

We  have  an  un¬ 
finished  fort  at  Sandy  Hook,  which  could  nomi¬ 
nally  oppose  a  hostile  vessel ;  but  any  projec¬ 
tiles  which  could  nor  be  thrown  from  our  guns 
would  glance  Uke  peas  from  the  armor  of  a  first 
class  modern  iron  dad.  It  would  be  Very  diffi¬ 
cult,  If  not  impracticable,  to  plant  torpedoes 
under  every  possible  situation  which  a  vessel 
could  take  for  her  balloon  practice,  for  it  ta  by 
no  means  yertaln  that  she  could  not  dispatch 
her  bailiff  from  a  distance  st  sea  considerably 
more  than  twenty  five  mile*  from  the  city,  and 
steal  ap‘wto  her  vantage  ground  suddenly  and ' 
under  cover  of  the  night. 

We  might  adopt  the  Prussian  system  of  bal¬ 
loon  muskets  on!  fire  st  the  balloons  as  soon  ss 
they  came  within  range,  bat  the  zone  In  which 
the  dejeetito  would  not  fall  among  bouses  Is 
small,  and  otherwise  the  purposes  of  the  enemy 
would  not  be  anticipated. 

'  The  Hotchktaa  revolving  esnaon,  throwing  as 
It  doe*  100  four-pound  shell*  per  minute  accur¬ 
ately,  over  a  distance  of  three  miles,  would  be 
our  befit  arm  against  balloons,  If  It  could  be  ar¬ 
ranged  to  operate  under  the  heavy  strains  Inci¬ 
dent  to  very  high  elevations. 

Other  mesne  of  defense  than  the  foregoing  we 
have  not.  Light  torpedo  boats  would  And  diffi¬ 
culty  In  paZrolUng  beyond  the  lightship  to 
rough  weather  or  to  a  gale.  Load  batteries 
*ool«l  scarcely  throw  their  projectiles  tar 
enough,  and  ships  fit  to  cope  with  those  of  for¬ 
eign  nations  are  not  hi  eluded  hi  our  relic  of  s 
■avy. 

Tbe  question  ta  one  for  the  Inventor*  of  the 
country,  and  It  1s  worth  thinking  about.  It 
may  give  an  Impetus  to  tbe  solution  of  tbe  fly¬ 
ing  machine  problem,  tor  certainly  the  beet  de¬ 
fense  that  can  be  thought  of  ta  an  aerial  man-of- 
war  which  woahl  intercept  and  destroy  torpedo 
balloons,  and  then  shower  dejectiles  in  her  turn 
on  the  decks  ot  the  enemy’s  vessels. 


ORDER  OF  THE  0  OLDEN  FLEECE. 

The  name  of  the  Goldeo  Fleece  had  s  two  fold 
signification.  It  meaut  to  typify  the  spirit  of 
chtvmlioua  adventure— of  going  Into  new  lands 
to  conquer  new  fame — tbo  same  spirit  which  ac¬ 
tuated  tbe'  Argonauts  of  legend,  who  went  In 
search  of  the  Golden  Fleece.  But  there  waa  also 
the  religious  idea.  The  Saviour  haa  been  repre¬ 
sented  under  the  form  of  a  lamb.  To  win  His 
redemption  by  ”  knightly”  deeds,  in  the  best 
signification  of  that  noble  word,  was  obviously 
sn  object  of  the  new  society  of  chivalry. 

High  privileges  wsre  early  conferred  on  tbe 
Knights  of  the  Fleece,  whose  number  was  origi¬ 
nally  limited  to  tblrty-one.  When  the  Counts 
ot  Egmonl  and  Horn  were  illegally  executed  un¬ 
der  the  reign  of  Philip  II  on  account  of  the  vtand 
they  made  for  tho  liberties  of  their  country,  they 
both  appealed  against  tbe  sentence,  alleging 
among  other  reasous,  that  as  Knights  of  the 
Fleece,  they  had  the  right  to  be  tried  by  their 
brother  knighta 

Aftar  the  war  of  the  Spanish  snceession,  which 
left  a  Bourbon  on  tbe  throne  of  8pah>,  there 
arose  s  dispat*  between  the  Emperor  and  the 
King  of  Spain  as  to  which  of  them  had  the  right 
to  the  sovereignty  of  the  order.  The  question 
Is  an  extremly  complicated  one.  The  Emperor 
Charles  VI., as  heir  male  of  the  Hapebnrgs, might 
fairly  claim  the  knightly  heritage  as  the  right. 
On  tbe  other  band,  Philip  of  Bourbon  might 
urge  decent  through  an  heiress,  aad  plead  that 
In  Spain  and  the  Low  Countries  the  salic  taw 
bod  never  been  recognized.  The  matter  we* 
finally  arranged  through  treaty,  the 
grand  master  of  the  order,  with  eq**l  power  to 
nxm*  knighta.  Tb*

In  later  years  tb*  order  has  been  conferred  with 
what  must  to  heralds  have  appeared  undue  free¬ 
dom.  For  instance,  on  M.  Their*,  who  wae  not 
even  “  noble,"  and  indeed  had  the  eole  merit 
of  being  President  of  the  French  Republic,  and 
one  of  tbe  greatest  men  living.  Then  it  was 
that  political  oddity  called  toe  Spanish  Repub¬ 
lic,  which  bestowed  the  distinction  of  the  lltti* 
red  collar  riband  on  M.  Thiers.  The  Duke  of 
Aos .o,  by  tbe  way,  while  figuring  as  Amadeus 
L  of  Spain,  sent  the  Fleece  to  A  distinguished 
Castilian  nobljman,  who  returned  the  decora¬ 
tion  without  s  word.  It  ta  a  waste  of  words  to 
charactartae  the  conduct  of  thta  grandee  as  it 
deserves.  Why  the  foreign  house  of  8avoy 
should  be  less  entitled  to  respect  thau  the  for¬ 
eign  house  of  France  it  would  be  difficult  to  ex¬ 
plain. 

The  Prince  of  Wale#  ta  a  Knight  of  tbe  Gold¬ 
en  Fleece — the  only  Englishman  who  enjoys 
that  distinction.  The  Spanish  order  was  con¬ 
ferred  on  him  when  he  was  ten  years  old,  the 
Austrian  some  time  later.  Not  long  ago  it  wi 
whispered  that  the  Catholic  Majesty  was  rather 
anxious  for  an  exchange  of  ribands  between 
the  courts  of  8.  Ildefonao  and  8t.  James.  He 
wanted  the  Garter  for  himself,  and  would  have 
conferred  the  Fleece  on  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh, 
or  on  Prince  Albert  Victor  of  Wales — perhaps 
oo  both — to  secure  for  himself  the  most  coveted 
of  all  decorations,  without  which  no  sovereign 
feels  that  be  belong*  to  the  lan*r  circle  of  roy¬ 
alty.— ChraAifi  Jfaporinv.
